U.S. Attorney Paul W. Wil- 
liams, of New York, had intended 
to offer wire-tap exidencé against 
Hoffa obtained through the office 
of District Attorney Frank S. Ho 
gan in Manhattan. 


BEING TIRED 


Paradoxically, Hoffa currently 
is being tried in New York on 
charges of violating federal anti- | 
wire-tap laws by “‘bugging’”’ phones | 
in the Teamster Union’s Detroit | 
headquarters. 

A New York State law permits | 
high law enforcement officers to | 
tap telephones and to use the ev- | 
idence obtained in criminal trials 
in state courts. | 

The high court’s decision had 
no direct bearing on the use of 
wire-tap evidence in state trials. 
In a separate decision, it also 
ruled that information obtained by 
listening in on a telephone con- 
versation on an extension is ad- 
missible even in federal trials. 


COMMUNICATIONS ACT 


But in throwing out wire - tap 
evidence in federal courts, the 
court noted that Section 605 of 
the Federal Communications Act 
specifically forbids anyone to in- 
tercept telephone conversations 
through wire taps. 

Speaking for the court, Chief 
Justice Earl Warren said that pre- 
vious court rulings make it plain 
that “‘evidence obtained by means | 
forbidden by Section 605, whether | 
by state or federal agents, is in- | 
admissible in federal court.” 

As a result, the justices sent 
back to the federal court in New | 
York for further proceedings the | 
case of Salvatore Benanti. He was | 
convicted in federal court of vio- | 
lating federal bootlegging laws on | 
the basis of wire-tap evidence ob- | 
tained by the New York police. | 


18-MONTH SENTENCE 


His conviction was upheld last 
May by the Circuit Court of Ap- | 
peals. It held the evidence was 
admissible inasmuch as no fed- | 
eral officer participated in the 
wire-tapping. Benanti drew an 18- 
month prison sentence. 

The high court stopped short of 
ruling on the constitutionality of 
state wire-tap laws. But Warren 
noted that the federal law applied | 
to both interstate and intrastate | 
state telephone communications. | 

‘“‘We find that Congress, setting | 
out a prohibition in plain terms, 
did not mean to allow state leg- 
islation which would contradict | 
that section,” he said. | 


FINE DISTINCTION |

Griffin is on record 
with his prediction and the statement 
that there is enough money on hand to 
guarantee no interruption of essential 
services. 

Georgians will appreciate his forth- 
right prediction and will expect him to 
follow through accordingly, regardless of 
whom is elected to succeed him.

Bishop Stuart Carved 
Into Heart of Problem 


Preaching Sunday to an overflow 
crowd celebrating the 50th anniversary 
of the founding of the Episcopal Diocese 
of Atlanta, Bishop Albert R. Stuart said: 

“In this atomic, satellite age our people 
are lacking in a conviction as to the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ and in a sense of vocation in 
these times. They are uninstructed and unin- 
spired by the clergy and so are undisciplined in 
prayer. ... This becomes startlingly apparent 
when a crisis (such as the race crisis) devel- 
ops in society. . . . What the church needs is 

more piety, more devotion, more knowledge 
and more conviction as to what this Christian- 
ity really is. We are under the judgment of 
Almighty God. 

“The selfish politicians who are turning 
class against class and race against race for 
personal gain are under the judgment of Al- 
mighty God. . . . We have the greatest invest- 
ment in educational facilities in the world and 
the most undisciplined . . . and we are ready 
to tear ourselves to pieces over the problem 
of who uses these facilities. . . . America’s 
salvation lies not in guided missiles but in the 
basic conviction that God is our strength and 
our hope.” 

This sermon by the Bishop of the Dio- 
cese of Georgia, coming as it did at a 
time of American failure and evidence of 
great lack of morale, discipline and per- 
spective, seems unusually apropos. We 
present this essence of it as evidence of 
how it cut through nonessentials to the 
heart of the problem. 


Disaster Again Claims 
Heavy Highway Toll 


Georgians are still depressed by the 
shocks, the sudden horror arising last 
Thursday from Villa Rica. } 

They will long remember the morning 
early in the Christmas season when trag- 
edy took 12 lives and injured many oth- 
ers in one small town. 

Villa Rica will never forget. 

They will not forget the awful explo- 
sion on Main street. They will not: forget 
the grief and heartbreak. Nor will they 
forget the sympathy of neighbors, the 

dy response to an appeal for help. 

" Disaster struck in Georgia again this 


‘It struck on a highway east of New- 


‘See 
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nan and a man and his wife died. She 
was 38, he was 36. It struck on Highway 
247 near Macon. A 19-year-old girl was 
the victim. It struck on U.S. 17 in south- 
east Georgia and four young people lost 
their lives. 

Death on the highways was no respec- 
ter of age. In Atlanta a pedestrian vic- 
tim died at age 79. In the Tifton area, a 
head-on crash killed a two-month-old 
child. 

There were others. 

The shock wave doés not spread as it 
would if all 13 had died in one disaster. 
But in the families affected, grief, the 
heartbreak is no less. 

There'll be disaster on the streets and 
highways until public opinion comes to 
recognize it as exactly that. Only then will 
we get the state of mind, individual, col- 
lective and legislative, that puts safety 
first, above all considerations of expense 
and politics. 


“= 
Nixon Treated People 
To Timely Verbal Slap 


There is.a question mark or so in the 
minds of many Americans about Vice 
President Nixon but there is no question 
whatever that in these days of trial and 
disappointment his is the only administra- 
tion voice speaking out forthrightly and 
honestly. 

Twice in the span of a few hours he 
unhesitatingly took positions which fo- 
cused the national spotlight on him. First 
was his speech to the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. That body heard 
Virginia’s Sen. Byrd, boss of the ruthless 
political machine which is Pendergast- 
like in its efficiency, in his familiar role 
of demanding the budget be balanced and 
taxes lowered. It was a wholly unrealistic 
approach to the great crisis of our time. 

Vice President Nixon told them the 
truth. There can be no tax reduction, he 
said, and as for less spending, there may 
have to be more. We are in a great cold- 
war struggle which will determine the 
future position of this nation and it. is 
not an exaggeration to say its survival is 
at stake. 

On Sunday the vice president, alarmed 
by the juvenile attitude of the nation in 
the satellite issue, gave the people a neces- 
sary slap in the face. Psychologists have 
recommended a slap in moments of hys- 
teria. 

“Quit erying and sniveling,” was the 
gist of the verbal slap. 

“Sure we failed,” he said. “We have 
before and we will again, but we need 
to keep our sense of proportion. We 
haven't overnight lost our = scientific 
know-how, our ability to get things done. 
... 1 say we should get away from our 
weeping walls and act like Americans. 
We've got work’ to do. Let’s get on with 
it like Americans.” 

That is direct talk. And it is, as they 
say, right as rain. 

There goes on a lot of childish “who’s 
to blame” stuff; repetition of finger- 
pointing. There are a lot of people to 
blame. The administration is to blame. 
The interservice rivalry is to blame. The 
Congress is much to blame. The senators 
and congressmen like Sen. Byrd are to 
blame for forcing through appropriation 
cuts for political gain. 

The White House should have been 
firmer about service rivalry. The White 
House listened too much to the Charles E. 
Wilson. school. The White House, as 
James Reston of the New York Times 
says, has been too much isolated from the 
stream of intellectual thought. But all 
that is in the past. It is the familiar 
water under the bridge, over the dam. 

We haven’t got time to waste arguing 
about who is to blame. 

We've got to get on with the job. 

We still have great striking power 

. more than the Russians. We do have 
the know-how.

Are Bristling Missile Bases 
The West’s Only Recourse? 


In their post-Sputnik reactions, administration leaders have so 
far largely neglected one aspect of the world crisis. This is the urgent 
need, in addition to rapid development of missiles, for a creative for- 
eign policy which looks toward a settlement of some of the issues 
dividing East and West. Weapons are needed as a shield for our Se- 
curity, but a peace based upon weapons alone cannot be a real peace. 


Nowhere is the problem more 
strikingly illustrated than in Ger- 
many. Westernintelligence 
sources in Berlin report that the 
Russians are getting ready to 
establish launching sites in East 
Germany for intermediate-range 
missiles that could deliver hydro- 
gen warheads to any target in 
Europe and North Africa. If that 
happens it cannot be doubted that 
West Germany will become the 
site of bases for NATO missiles. 

Weapon for weapon, base for 
base, country for country—at this 
level of the arms race there may 
be no alternative to the present 
course which brings us to the 
brink of making the two Ger- 
manys into missile platforms. But 
at the higher level of statesman- 
ship and diplomacy alternatives 
do exist and it is the duty of our 
leadership to work constructively 
on this plane. 

At the very least that duty 
should encompass a searching and 
open-minded re-examination of 


Western policy toward Germany, 


questioning of facile assumptions 
are virtues to be cultivated at 
this hour. He has the boldness to 
question the assumption, on which 
the West has been proceeding for 
years, that Germany must be re- 
armed and: must be enrolled on 
the Western side of the arms 
race. 


If Germany could be neutra- 
lized; if the Soviets would with- 
draw their troops and missile 
bases from the East while NATO 
withdrew its troops and missile 
bases from the West; if the new 
Germany would accept some limi- 
tations on its. freedom to make 
war; if European security could 
be based on mutual withdrawal 
from a disarmed zone down the 
center of the continent—then, as 
Mr. Kennan suggests, a whole 
chain of unsolved problems af- 
fecting Eastern Europe and in- 
deed the whole continent might 
be profoundly affected. — 

Perhaps such a European set- 
tlement is impossible; perhaps 
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ice courses. Men who finish these 
courses can take their examina- 
tions in 78 cities throughout the 
United States. The examiners are 
only interested in the applicants’ 
written examinations; they know 
nothing of the applicants’ qualifi- 
cations or personal lives. 

All of us can see and under- 
stand that the best way to cure 
this haphazard’ way of selecting 
foreign service men is to have 
one school. By emphasizing 
proper training and observation 
only the best men would be se- 
lected for foreign service. Our 
country should pay these men 
well for this type of work.

me if I would be interested in preparing @ little

WASHINGTON—The shape of the post-Sputnik 
defense budget is coming into focus. It will re- 
flect substantial changes over what was planned 


before Moscow put its two moons into orbit two months ago. The most 
significant change will be a 33 to 40 per cent increase in money for 
novel weapons—mostly missiles—over what had been projected as late 


as September. 

While the defense budget will 
be lifted two billion dollars, more 
than a two-billion-dollar increase 
will go into the development and 
production of missile strength 
during the coming fiscal year. 

This will be made possible by 
cutting back some defense spend- 
ing in other directions. 

The principal savings will come 
in a further reduction in mili- 
tary salaries and maintenance. 

The present intention is to trim 
the over-all size of the armed 
forces, principally the Army, by 
approximately 3 per cent, and 
this will mean a cut of no fewer 
than 75,000 men and no more 
than 100,000 men. 

It is principally on the basis 
of these savings, plus thé pro- 
posed addition to the budget, that 
the Defense Department envi- 
sions a 33-to-40 per cent increase 
in spending to speed unconven- 
tional weapons and the means 
to use them. 

The effect of this stepped-up 
budget, in the judgment of the 
Defense Department, will be to 
make sure that Thor and

Nixon Trip 
Could Boost 


His Prestige

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9—Much 
beside the fate of the Western 
alliance will be affected by the 
decision to be made, probably 
late today, whether President Ei- 
senhower or Vice President Nixon 
will go next weekend to the sum- 
mit conference of NATO in Paris. 

Reports from abroad indicate 
the prestige of the name of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower will be greatly | 
needed in Paris. Coupled with 
these reports are broad assump- 
tions that if Vice President 
Nixon, who is little known to 
Europe, is the substitute, he will 
inevitably fail to overcome the | 
tremendous handicaps. 

This has far-reaching repercus- 
sions in domestic as well as in- 
ternational affairs. President Ei- 
senhower’s third serious illness in 
office gave Vice President Nixon 
the third opportunity to show 
what he could do, in a limited 
way, with the mantle he hopes to 
assume himself after 1960. Thus 
Paris, 1957, could be an all-im- 
portant milestone for him. 

Domestic politics explains why 
most of the speculation about 
Nixon’s capacity for leadership 
in Paris now revolves around the 
effect it will have on his candi- 
dacy in 1960. Certain elements of 
the Republican party have been 
strongly supporting Nixon's tak- 
ing over Presidential duties in the 
White House during the Presi- 
dent’s illness. These also would 
be interested in Nixon’s con- 
founding his European and 
American critics in Paris. 

In Paris, Nixon would be pre- 
sented with a golden opportunity 
to make the world aware of Nixon 
as head of the U.S. delegation to 
the NATO conference. If he pulled 
that off, it could only reflect the 
greatest credit upon himself.

“The state is operating within | 
its means and within its income 
and with a comfortable—though 
not very large—surplus in the 
treasury,” Griffin said. 

“We're going to sit on that 
surplus,” he said. “‘We’re going 
to guard it to see that education 
is continued uninterrupted.”

Moroccan Hostesses 


Confined to Kitchen 


By AGNES GAINES 

When a guest comes to call in French Morocco, 
it’s a sign for the woman of the house to take to the 
kitchen, where she must stay until the guests leave. 


She’s not being impolite, 
either, says Miss Alma Elder, 
an Atlanta teacher who has 
just returned from a_ year's 
teaching in Morocco. This is 
the accepted behavior for Mo- 
roccan hostesses. 

The man of the house re- 
ceives the guests in the front 
of the house, while his wife ‘or 
wives) stay in the back with 
the children. It would not only 
be bad manners for her to greet 
the guests, it would be a se- 
rious violation of tradition. 


IN THE BACKGROUND 
“Women are definitely in the 
background there,” declared 
Miss Elder. “‘They are just like 
servants, their job is to keep 
house and care for the chil- 
dren. At meals, they are not 
allowed to eat at the table with 
the men. They have to serve 
them first, then they can eat 
the scraps that are left.”’ 
Although the men are allowed 
to have as many as four wives, 


there are very few who can 
afford more than one, the 
teacher said. 


Miss Elder taught at the Ben 
Juerir Air Force Base, about 
110 miles south of Casablanca, 
near Marrakech, at the school 
for children of Air Force per- 
sonnel. 

“VERY BARREN” 

She described Morocco as “‘a 
very barren country, very hot, 
with miles and miles of rocks 
and sand and no trees.”’ How- 
ever, she said, it is “‘an excit- 
ing, fascinating and exotic 
country. 

“You ride through the tiny 
villages and come across little 
huts of mud and grass that look 
as if the first puff of wind 
would blow them away—that’s 
home for these people.” 

The surroudning countryside 
reminded the red-haired Geor- 
gian of biblical pictures. Wom- 
en drawing water from wells 
out in the desert, wrapped in 
their long, flowing djellabas 
(the hooded cloaks worn by the 
Moroccan women) and cCarry- 
ing crude earthenware water 
jugs looked more like a repro- 
duction of the full-page color 
pictures in the family Bible 
than a scene from modern life. 
“IT’S APPALLING” 

Morocco is still as backward 
as it was during the 16th Cen- 
tury, Miss Elder said. “It’s ap- 
palling to see the deplorable 
conditions under which they 
live,” she added. 

“You really have to see it 
to believe it—the filth, the flies, 
the dirt—and the fresh meat 
hanging uncovered in stalls at 
the market under a broiling 
sun. Everyone laughed at me 
because I took a perfume bot- 
tle te hold under my nose when 
I went out.” 

The Arabs live in constant 
terror, she said, because of the 
extremely unstable political 
situation. And they all wanted 
to come to America, ‘which 
they consider paradise.” 

Tall, slender Miss Elder re- 
fused to “‘take sides” when 
asked about her feelings in the 
recent upheaval that gave Mo- 
rocco its independence. “‘It’s 
hard to choose — the French 
have done a lot for them, but 
they wanted their independence 
so much.” 


NO FEAR 
She spoke briefly of the 
Arabs’ religious traditions, 


which are Moslem. They have 
no fear of anything, she ex- 
plained, because they feel that 
“Allah will look after them.” 
So they stroll calmly out in 
front of cars, ignoring the blare 
of horns, serene in their belief 


\ 


that Allah will save them. 

Although the schools there do 
not offer much variety in the 
curriculum, Miss Elder said 
that they compare- favorably 
with other countries. Much em- 
phasis is put on language in 
their schools and a child start- 
ing out in the first grade might 
study as many as five foreign 
languages, including some En- 
glish. 

The teachers traveled around 
the country on weekends and 
holidays, collecting mementoes 
as well as memories. 

Some of the things Miss Elder 
brought back were a diellaba, 
a camel saddle, some Arab 
shoes, an ash tray shaped like 
a camel, several trays, jewelry, 
an Arab doll, Arabic records 
and a cous cous basket. She 
explained that a cous cous 
basket is a huge, covered bask- 
et in which the Arabs served 
the main course of the meal. 
It is placed in the center of 


their low tables and everyone 
digs in—with their hands.

A survey conducted by food 
broker Paul Sayres showed that 
men shop at supermar- 
today than ever before. In 
1956, 40 per cent of shoppers 
were men, compared to about 

10 per cent in 1946. 


“A man isn’t just the beast 
of burden, driver and check- 
book any._more. He’s an honest- 
to-goodness shopper,” — said 
Sayres, who provided sales and 
merchandising service for food 
manufacturers. He has just re- 
turned from two months in In- 
dia to study food habits and 
problems for the United States 
government, 

WIFE’S STILL BOSS 

“Of course, this doesn’t mean 
that men do all the shopping for 
the family. The wife still heads 
that department. But it does 
miean more couples shop to- 
gether,”’ he said. About 25 per 
cent of male supermarket cus- 
tomers go with their wives. 

Why the increase? Sayres 
credited it to working wives 
who buy groceries once a week 
and need help; home freezers 
and refrigerators which enable 
the housewife to stock up on 
food; the lack of servants which 
necessitates dad’s help around 
the house; and the trend toward 
outdoor cooking with pop as 
chef. 

Men are freer spenders than 
women—one reason we spent a 


record $68 billion for food last 
year, or about 25 per cent of 
the average family’s income, 
Sayres said. Economists pre- 
dict we'll spend from $75 to $90 
billion for food in 10 years.

Trippi, Pund Named To All-Time

Twenty-nine years ago, come Jan. 1, a human 
wrecking machine clothed in White and Old Gold 
scattered Californians from one end of the Rose 
Bow! to the other. 
Fifteen years ago, a fidgety young sophomore 
from the coal fields of Pennsylvania, wrapped in 


|a@ Red and Black uniform, rushed through a 


UCLA line like it wasn’t there... on the same 
field. 

This week both were named to the all-time 
Rose Bowl team... the human wrecker, alias 
center Peter Pund of Georgia Tech (1929), and 
the young whippersnapper from Pennsylvania, 
alias Charley Trippi of Georgia (1943). 

The famed Helms Athletic Foundation of Los 
Angeles made the selections. 

There are four Southeastern Conference repre- 
sentatives on the 1l-man team, unusual in the 
fact that the SEC has been divorced from the 
Rose Bowl since Alabama crushed Southern Cal 
34-14 in 1946. And Bama is the school with the 
other two places on the team, tackle Fred Pick- 
hard off Wallace Wade’s powerhouse of 1926 and 
halfback Millard (Dixie) Howell off Frank

If the Trippi era began in the Rose, it ended 
in the Sugar. 
“We had a winning streak going and were 


, determined to protect it against North Carolina. 


Also, it was my last game and I wanted to leave 
on a winner.”’ He did, 20-10. 

Pund was captain of the 1928 Tech team, an 
8-7 conqueror over California and its famous 
Wrong-way Roy Reigels in the battle of the Roses. 

Dean George Griffin recalls well the days of 
Pund. 

“He came to Tech from Augusta,” said Grif- 
fin, “following his brother, who was a member 
of the glee club and band. 

‘Pund developed rapidly, both as a football 
player and student. He was a big man—208 and 
6-3 or 6-4—and he and Father Lumpkin were 
hard to handle as linebackers. They were real 
terrors in the middle of the line. 

“Pund was all-America both as a player and 
as a citizen. He's now a vice president of Beth- 
lehem Ship Building Co., and an active Tech 
alumnus.”’

Only 13 hunting days left until. Christmas. 


Though novice hunters won't be- 

lieve it, and even some veteran 
hunters don’t depend on it, there 
are many Georgians who still 
hunt the wild turkey to fill Christ- 
mas dinner plates. 


Fall and winter hunting for 
turkeys probably issue as great 
a challenge to hunters as any 
other type game hunt. 


The terrific hunting pressure 
on turkeys from the time the 
first Pilgrims landed in Amer- 
ica until now, plus the fact that 
this “king of the game bird” 
has survived at all is testimony 
to the bird’s crafty character. 


Before and around the turn of 
the century, wild turkey shooting 
was one of the leading sports in 
this country, although civilization 
had wrought havoc with the 
flocks. Today, due to intelligent 
efforts by game management, the 
a are becoming more plenti- 
ul. 

From dawn until 9 o’clock in 
the morning, especially if a flock 
is nested, is considered the best 
time for hunting. But, old-time 
turkey hunters stay all day, or 
until they get one. 

Patience and perseverance 
are “musts” for a good turkey 
hunter. 

Successful hunters advise a 
cluck and call no more than every 
30 minutes. And absolute silence 
with no movement is a “must” 
between these calls. Overuse of 
the turkey call is a common mis- 
take among hunters. 

It is not considered unsporting 
to shoot a turkey on the ground. 
In fact, wing shooting is not par-
